Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. Claims 1-9 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. Regarding Claim 1, Applicant failed to distinguish the "access 
slit" and the "central opening" of the two layers. The claimed limitation "the annular 
path" has no precedent. Regarding Claim 8, the thickness of the coating is unclear. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claims 4-8 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim cannot be dependant on another multiple 
dependant claim. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims 4-8 have not been 
further treated on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 
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5. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Zotti et 
al. ("Zotti" US 2003/0171823). 

Zottti discloses a two dimensional implant comprising first and second mesh 
layers (Paragraph 32), each with an access slit which can be offset by 180 degrees 
(Paragraph 56); each with an opening which is superimposed (FIG 1); the two layers 
are congruent.
